(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, April 25. — Mr. Mara, on 
motion to go into committee of supply, 
drew attention to the difiiculty ex- 
perienced in regard to tlio titles to min- 
ing lands in tlio railway beit of British 
Columbia. He said the mining laws of 
the province conflicted in a number of 
points with tho regulations of the Dom- 
inion government. This conflict led to 
great difiiculty ami in many cases pre- 
vented foreign quartz miners going to 
British Columbia; He suggested that 
an exchange should be made by the pro- 
vincial government of the lands in the 
Peace River district for lands in t lie 
railway bolt. In this way the diiKoulty 
would be got over. 

Hon. Mr. Dewdney said he had lis- 
tened with profit to Mr. Mara's remarks, 
He admitted the difficulty complained 
of, ami waid he would communicate with 
the British Columbia government in the 
matter. 

Tlio wholo of to-day's session was 
taken up in a discussion on the quality 
of the militia clothing, introduced by 
Mnloeh. Several of the military men 
look part. Col. Prior said the clothing 
supplied the force in British Columbia 
for the last year or two was most satis- 
factory. Ho went for Mr. "Lister in a 
lively manner for some reflections lie 
made on the force. CoL Prior said the 
militia of Canada was ready to he 
ordered out by proper authority at any 
time. 

The report of Rufus Stephenson oil 
the different northwest colonies whs 
presented to-day. Tho report shows 
the settlers to be prosperous and happy. 

Hon. Mr. Chapleau returned from 
Kurope to-day.

THE MINERAL CASE. 

Pull Text of the Judgment of the Judicial 
Committee of tho Privy Council. 

Following is the full toxt of tho judg- 
ment delivered on April nth in the case 
of the appeal by the Province to the 
Privy Council of England, as to the 
ownership of the minerals in the railway 
belt: 

Present — Lord Watson, Lord Hob. 
house, Lord Macnaughten and Sir Rich- 
ard Couch. 

The Attorney -General of British Co- 
lumbia v. the Attorney-General of Caua- 
la. — This was an appeal from a decision 
of the Supreme Court of Canada of De- 
cember 13, 1HK7. 

Sir Horace Davey, Q. C, Mr. Jeune, 
Q. C, and Mr. \V. H. Clay were coun- 
sel for the appellant ; the Attorney-! !en- 

al and Mr. (iore for the respondent. 

The question in dispute was whether 
the precious metals in, upon, and under 
certain public lauds in the province of 
British Columbia (specified in a statute, 
•17 Vic, c. 14, of the Legislature of that 
province) were vested in the Crown as 
represented by the Government of Cana- 
da, or in the Crown as represented by 
the Government of British Columbia, 
The Court below hud decided in favor of 
the Canadian Government. 

Lord Watson, in delivering their 
lordships' judgment said :— The ques- 
tion involved in this appeal is ono of 
considerable interest to the parties, but 
it will be found to lie within a very 
narrow compass when tho facts, us lo 
which there is no dispute, are explained. 
By an order in council dated the Kith of 
May, 1871, Her Majesty, in pursuance 
of tho enactments of section lit) of the 
British North America Act, 1807, was 
pleased to ordain that tho province of 
British Columbia should, from the 20th 
day of July following, be admitted into 
and form part of the Dominion of 
Canada, subject to the provisions of that 
Ad and fo certain Articles of Union 
which had been duly sanctioned by the 
Parliament of Canada and by the Legis- 
lature of British Columbia. The llth 
of the Articles of Union is in these 
terms: — "Tho government of the 

Dominion undertake to secure the c - 

mencement simultaneously, within two 
years from the date of Union, of the 
construction of a railway from the Paci- 
lic towards the Rocky Mountains, and 
from such point as may be selected east 
of the Rocky Mountains towards the 
Pacific, to connect the seaboard of 
British Columbia with tho railway sys- 
tem of Canada; and, further, to secure 
the completion of such railway within 
ten years from the date of the union. 
And t he government of British Colum- 
bia agree to convey to the Dominion 
government, in trust, to be appropriated 
in such manner as tho Dominion may 
deem advisable in futhernnco of the con- 
Btrution of the said railway, a similar 
extent of public lands along the line of 
railway throughout its entire length in 
British Columbia, not to exceed, how- 
ever, 20 miles on each side of t he said 
line, as may be appropriated for the 
same purpose by the Dominion Govern- 
ment from the public lands in the North- 
west Territories and the province of 
Manitoba. Provided that the quantity 
of land which may be held under pre- 
emption right, or by Crown grant, with- 
in the limits of the tract of land in Brit 
ish Columbia to bo so conveyed to the 
Dominion Government shall lie made 
good to the Dominion from contiguous 
public lands; and provided) further, that 
until the commencement within two 
years, as aforesaid, from the date of the 
Union, of the construction of the said 
railway, the government of British Col- 
umbia shall not sell or alienate any fur- 
ther portions of the public lauds of 
British Columbia in any other way than 
under right of pre-emption, requiring 
actual residence of the pro einptor on 
the land claimed by him. In considera- 
tion of tho hind so to be conveyed in aid 

of the construction of the said railway, 
the Dominion government agree to pay 
to British Columbia, from the date (if 
the Union, the sum of $100,000 per an- 
num, in half-yearly payments in ad- 
vance." After the Union, owing to en- 
gineering and other difficulties, there 
was considerable delay in constructing 
the line of railway through British Col 
umbia. Various difference arose between 
the two Governments, and these were 
ultimately settled in 1883 by a provis- 
ional agreement, which was subsequent- 
ly ratified by the respective logis- 
lat tiros of Canada and tho province. 
Part of the agreement had reference to 
the llth Article of Union, which il 
modified to the following extent: The 
Government of British Columbia agreed 
to convoy to tho Government of the Do- 
minion tlio public lands along the rail- 
way, wherever it might ho finally locat- 
ed, to a width of 20 miles on either side 
of tho line, and in addition throe and a 
half millions of uoros of land in the 
Pence River district in one rectangular 
block, east of the Rocky Mountains, 
and joining the Northwest Territory of 
Canada. On tho othor hand the Do- 
minion Government undertook, with all 
convenient speed, to offer for sal* Hie 



lands within the railway belt to Bettlers 
on liberal terms, and also to give to 
persons who had squatted on those 
lands u prior right of purchasing the 
lands Improved at the rates charged to 
settlers generally. In accordance with 
this agreement the hinds forming the 
railway belt were granted to the Do- 
minion Government in terms of tho 1 1th 
Article of Union by an Act of the Leg- 
islature of British Columbia (47 Vie., o. 
11, section 2). In 1884 a controversy 
arose between the Dominion and the 
Provincial Government in regard to the 
gold which had then been found to exist 
in considerable quantities within 
the 40 mile belt. With the view of 
judicially ascertaining which of them 
was entitled to it, a special case was ad- 
justed, commendable for its brevity, 
which simply states the issue to be 
whether the precious metals in, upon, 
and under the lands within tho 40-mile 
bolt are vested in the Crown 
as represented by the Government 

of Canada or as represented 
by the Government of British 
Columbia. The case was first presented 
to Mr. Justice Kourniur, in the Ex- 
chequer Court of Canada, who, without i 
hearing parties on the merits, gave a i 
formal judgment in favor of the Do- 
minion. On appeal, his judgment was, 
after a full hearing, affirmed by a ma- 
jority of the Supreme Court of Canada, 
onsistillg of Sir William Ritchie, the 
hief .justice, with Justices. Tasoheroau 
aildGwyiulO, the dissentient members 
of the court being Justices Founder and 
Henry. It was not disputed, in the ar- 
guments addressed to this court, that 
the question raised in the special case 
must be decided according to the prin- 
ciples of I lie law of England, which, "so 
far as not from local circumstances in- 
applicable," lias extended to all parts of 
the colony of British Columbia by the. 
English Law Ordinance, IHII7. Whether 
the precious metals are or are not to be 
held as included in the grant to tho Do- 
minion Government must depend upon 
tho meaning to lie attributed to the 
words "public lands" in the llth Artiule 
of Union. The Act 47 Vict., can. 1-1 
section 2, which was passed in fulfilment 
of the obligation imposed upon the pro- 
vince by that art icle and the agreement 
of 188,'i, defines the urea of the lands, but 
rows no additional light upon the 
nature and extent of the interest which 
was intended to pass to the Dominion. 
The obligation is to "convey" the lands, 
and the Act purports to "grant" them, 
neither expression being strictly appro- 
priate, though sufficiently intelligible 
for all practical purposes. The title to 
the public lands of British Columbia has 
all along been, and still is, vested in the 
Crown, but the right to administer and 
to dispose of these hinds to settlers, to- 
gether with all Royal and territorial 
revenues arising therefrom, hod been 
transferred to the province before its ad- 
mission into the Federal Union. Leav- 
ing the precious metals out of view for 
the present, it seems clear that the only 
"conveyance" contemplated was a trans- 
fer to the Dominion of the provincial 
right to manage and settle the lands and 
to appropriate their revenues. it was 
neither intended that the lands should 
be taken out of the province, nor that 
the Dominion government should occupy 
tho position of a freeholder within the 
province. The object of tho Dominion 
government was to recoup the cost of 
constructing the railway by selling the 
laud to settlers. Whenever hind is so 
disposed of, the interest of the Domin- 
ion comes to an end. The land then 
ceases to be public land and reverts to 
the same position as if it had been 
settled by the Provincial government in 
the ordinary course of its administra- 
tion. That was apparently the consid- 
eration which led to the insertion in 
tho agreement of 188,'i of the 
condition that the government 
of Canada should offer the land for sale, 
on liberal terms, with all convenient 
speed. According to the law of Eng- 
land, gold and silver mines, until they 
have been aptly severed from the title of 
the Crown and vested in a subject, are 
not regarded as "partus soli", or as inci- 
dents of the land in which they are 
found. Not only so, but the right of 
the Crown to land and the baser metals 
which it contains stands upon a different 
title from that to which its right to pre- 
cious metals must be ascribed. In the 
mines case (1, "Plowden." 360) all the 
Justices and barons agreed that in the 
case of the baser metals no prerogative 
is given to the Crown, whereas "all 
mines of gold and silver within the 
realm, whether they be in the lands of 
the Queen or of subjects, 'belong to the 
Queen by prerogative, with liberty to 
dig and carry away the ores thereof, and 
with other such incidents thereto as are 
necessary to be used for tho getting of 
the ore. " In British Columbia the right 
to public lands, and the right to precious 
metals in all provincial lands, whether 
public or private, still rest upon titles as 
distinct as if the Crown had never parted 
with its beneficial interests; and the 
Crown assigned these beneficial interests 
to the government of the province in or- 
der that they might be appropriated to 
the same State purposes to which they 
would have been applicable if they had 
remained in the possession of the Crown. 
Although the provincial government has 

now tllO disposal of all revenues 
derived from prerogative rights con- 
nected with land or minerals ill 
British Columbia, these revenues differ

The 
grounds upon which the majority of the 
learned Judges of the supreme court 
decided ill favor of the Dominion are 
briefly anil forcibly stated in the judg- 
ment delivered by Sir William Ritchie, 
the chief justice. They were of opinion 
that the rule of construction which ex- 
cepts the precious metals from a convey- 
ance of land by tho Crown to a subject 
has no application to the provisions of 
the 1 1 tli Article of Union, which they 
regarded as u statutory compact be- 
tween two constitutional governments. 
The learned Chief Justice said: "This 
was a statutory arrangement between 
the Government of the Dominion anil 
the Government of British Columbia, in 
settlementof a constitutional question 
between the two governments, or rather 
giving effect to and carrying out the 
constitutional compact under which 
British Columbia became part and par- 
cel of the Dominion of Canada, and as a 
part of that arrangement the 
Government of British Columbia 
relinquished to the Dominion of 

Canada, as represented by theCovernor 
General, all right to certain public lands 
belonging to the Crown or to the pro- 
vince of British Columbia, as represent- 
ed by the Lieutenant-Governor." If the 
1 1 th Article of the Union had been an 
independent treaty between the two 
governments which obviously contem- 
plated the cession by the province of all 
its interests in the hind forming the rail- 
way bell, royal as well as territorial, to 
( the Dominion government, the oonclu- 

glon of tho court below would have been 

inevitable. But their lordships are un- 
able to regard its provisions in that 
light. The llth Article does not appear 
to them to constitute a separate and in- 
dependent compact. It is part of a gen- 
eral statutory arrangement, of which 
the leading enactment is that, on its ad- 
mission to the Federal Union, British 
Columbia shall retain all the rightH and

opium on board, and no seizure could 
be made.

Besides this, it is 
stated that on account of the mutter of 
the expulsion of the Orleans princes from 
Franco while Boulanger was minister of 
war, Boulangor's own letter to the Duo 
P'Aumale, which proved him to bo both 
ungrateful and untruthful, is to lie ro- 
republishod in some of the London pa- 
pers. Such a course on the part of his 
enemies can but have the effect of ox- 
eluding him from a great many of tho 
clubs us well as to close tho 'doors of 
most of the best houses against him.

We arc glad tu see by the supplemen- 
tary estimates that a measure of justice 
has been done to British Columbia. It 
appeared at the beginning of the session 
that this Province would receive but a 
scant allowance for the coming year. It 
was predicted that nothing would be ap- 
propriated for the barracks and little or 
nothing for Victoria harbor. Owing, 
no doubt, to the exertions of Victoria's 
working representative, its claims have 
received the recognition they deserve. 
§21,000 have been voted toward the com- 
pletion of barracks for Battery "C", ami 
for- the improvement of the harbor an 
additional six thousand dollars have 
been appropriated. Then the enlarge- 
ment of the dry-dock at Esquimau may 
bo considered a Victoria work.

,1 FALSE ALARM. 

The principal theme of tho Toronto 
Mail's editorials not long ago was the 
fecundity of tin- French. That paper 
affected to be alarmed at the rate at 
which the French inhabitants of Quebec 
were increasing. They were not only 
invading the portions of the province 
settled by men of other races, but they 
were overflowing into the province of 
Ontario. According to the Mai] the 
time when the whole Dominion will be 
overrun by the fecund French was a 
matter of almost purely mathematical 
calculation. So earnest and so persistent 
was the anti-Gallic journal in its repre- 
sentations that some timid people in 
Ontario became frightened and were 
beginning to consider w hat they would 
do when they ami their children were 
driven from their homes by this gather- 
ing flood of French. One result of the 
alarmist editorials of the Mail was the 
agitation got up in the legislature of the 
province against permitting French 
schools to be established in the French 
settlements of Ontario. The agitators 
wanted to show these invaders from 
Quebec that they were not welcome, 
and that they were determined to do 
what the law allowed to make their 
stay in their province unpleasant. 

These intolerant people will feel 
humiliated In find that they were scared 
byabogey, that the danger represent- 
ed to them as being so great and so 
imminent has no existence, The census 
taken by the municipal bodies of Que- 
bec shows that the population of many 
of the counties of the province is nhso* 
lutcly decreasing, and that the increase 
in others is so small as to be greatly be- 
low the natural rate. The census taken 
last year shows that the population of 
thirty-three counties of the province of 
Quebec as compared with that of 1881, 
has declined to tho extent of 43,000 
souls, and that in t wenty-nine counties 
there lias been an increase in the popu- 
lation amounting to 52,000, making 
the total increase- for the whole province 
during six years only 1(1, 000. Tho pop- 
ulation of the sixty-two municipalities 
from which returns were sent to the 
Government was in 1881, 1)01,107, in 
1837 It WAS 011,251. The increase of 
population in Quebec for the ten years 
preceding 1881 was two per cent, per 
annum! At this rate tho loss in these 
sixty-two municipalities must, during 
the las! six years, have been 100,000, 
Where have all theso peoplu gono? Mr 



John Lange'.ier, Deputy Provincial 
Registrar, answers this question. Ho 
says, ' ' Asyott will observe in looking over 
tho tables and contrasting them with 
former years there has been in several 
localities a porcoptible decrease in the 
population and in tho value of the tax 
able real estate. in order to ascertain 
whether such decrease really had occur- 
red, I aakod the secretary-treasurer foi 
explanations. They establish tho cor- 
rectness of their reports, and stated that 
in many respects this decrease was due 
to emigration to the United States. 
In many localities this emigration bad 
reduced the number of tho population to 
a perceptible extent." So the Quebec 
overflow has been in the direction of the 
United States, ami not into Ontario or 
the English districts of the Province. 
Wo hardly think that the Americans 
expect to be overwhelmed by the tlood 
of Canadian French immigration, 
people who cannot hold their own in 
their native country are not likely to be 
vury formidable in a land in which they 
are strangers. 

The extent of tho depopulation of 
Quebec is certainly startling. Tho paper 
to which we are indebted for the statis- 
tics we hare quoted, the Montreal Wit- 
ness, says that there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the eighty-seven municipalities 
from which there were no reports "have 
either progressed or decayed to any 
,'reator or less extent than their neigh- 
bors. The conclusion to be derived from 
the comparison of tho returns for 1.HS1 
and those for 1887 is, that tho Province 
of Quebec has during tho last six years 
lost the whole of the natural increase of 
her rural population, which has not 
found a place in the cities of Montreal, 
Three Rivers and Quebec." This is a 
sail admission to have to make, but it 
shows that there were no ground's 
whatever for the Mail's alarmist articles. 



A BOGUS HERO. 

Boulangerdoes not appear to have r 
ceived a cordial welcome in Englan 
This is not surprising for the man 
neither admired nor understood ill lin 
land. Boulanger's popularity in his 
own country is a wonder to Englishmen 
fhey see in him a blatant demagogue, i 
theatrical politician, who does not pos 
sess sufficient ability to maintain him 
self in the position to which he has 
climbed. They cannot* sympathize witl 
him in his present position. He is ii 
England self-exiled, running away from 
an ordeal which any respectable Britisl 
public man would have considered it hi: 
duty to meet. If Boulanger has doni 
no harm why has he lied from France ' 
is a question that has not been answer 
ed to tho satisfaction of Englishmen 
Phey have seen what his accusers have 
to say against him and they can rind in 
the indictment nothing that a 
man conscious of innocence anil 
possessing an ordinary share of moral 
courage need bo afraid to face. Hou- 
langer is charged with conspiring to de- 
stroyer alter the government of France, 
and with acts and attempts constituting 
offences under tho Penal ('ode, but none 
of tho charges appear to a British sub- 
ject very serious. His accusers review 
the later years of his life ami try to 
show that his general conduct warrants 
the conclusion that his object was to 
overthrow the Republic and to make 
himself dictator. The devices w hich 
Boulanger resorted to to increase his 
popularity ..re brought against him .is 
acts of disloyalty to the government. 
But, as far as we can see, there is noth- 
ing essentially treasonable in his sensa- 
tional and not always ingenuous efforts to 
keep himself before tho people. He cer- 
tainly advertised himself impudently and 
unceasingly, and did his best to make 
the people of France believe that he was 
their champion and that he, and he 
alone, could clear away the evils they 
complained of and gain for them 
the objects of their most cherished 
desires. One of these was to he 
revenged on the nation that hu- 
miliated them and wrested from 
them part of their much loved territory. 
And it was astonishing how successful he 
was in making the peoplebelieve that he 
was the indespensablo man. But there 
was nothing in all his tricks and schemes 
to make himself popular and to show to 
the Government and the world how 
highly he was esteemed by the nation, 
that appears to an Englishman to be 
really criminal. He may declare him to 
be a humbug and a charlatan but he 
cannot see that there are any grounds 
for condemning him as a traitor. And it is 
this conviction that loads him to eon 
elude that it was want of pluck that 
caused Boulanger to run away lathci 
than face his accusers. The London 
Times says : 

We have always felt a difficulty in 
understanding how so large a body of 
Frenchmen amiij to take General Boul- 
anger at his own valuation, though we 
were bound to register the fact that he 
was so taken by millions of his 
countrymen, and that the contagion of 
confidence in his claims to be adopted 
as a 'saviour of society' was rapidly 
spreading. His stock in trade, 
apart from the negative credit he 
drew from the weakness of the Re 
publican government, consisted ill his airs 
of chivalrous daring, his flowing plume, 
and his prancing steed. All these "pro 
perties? have been dragged out of the 
theatrical atmosphere into the broad 
light of day by the detailed story of the 
General's escape when no man was pur- 
suing him, which has boen published in 
Paris, and has aroused the scornful 
laughter of the most quick wittcd of 
capitals. Instead of chivalrous daring, 
the Parisians perceive in the aspirant to 
the succession of Napoleon a prudent re- 
gard for personal safety worthy of the 
typical "epicicr. " The knightly plume 
is seen to be a vury white feather. The 
magnificent courser that has figured in 
so many gaudy pictures is to be ex- 
changed, in tho popular imagination, for 
a hurried ride in a succession of cabs, 
to the Care du Nord with an observant 
detective silently following, mid a jour- 
ney by night to Belgium. 

This flight under circumstances so 
well calculated to kill his popularity 
was to avoid what many men would 
have considered an inconvenience which 
had in it no clement of danger. 

"Public opinion, "the Timosgoes on to 
say, "in theso days has rendered the 
fate of the Due d'Knghieii or of Piche- 
gru impossible, oven if they were at the 
head of the Government, as there is not 
a man of the iron will of Bonaparte. 
The utmost that General Boulanger 
would have to fear would be a short im- 
prisonment, to bo terminated, if his 
hopes are well-founded by the overthrow 
of tho present ministry in autumn) 
should if survive until then. As a state 

prisoner he would be the centre of pop. 
ular interest, while the Government 
would bo condemned for intolerance mil 
violence." 

The opinion of the Times regarding 



Roulangor may si'.fely be taken to bo 
that of tha great majority of intelligent 
Englishmen. This being the case it is 
no wonder that he was not received by 
tho citizens of London as a patriot suffer- 
ing for the right. 

EDITORIAL COMMEXTS. 

MERCHANTS of all parties and in all 
parts of the Dominion have for years 
been complaining of the way in which 
the Customs Department does business. 
They say that they are unfairly treated, 
that they never know when an entry 
has been made in the way which tho 
Customs House authorities consider law- 
ful, and that, no matter how honest they 
are and what care they may take, they 
are never sure that a demand will not be 
made on them for more money months 
after the goods have been entered. They 
are indignant because merchants whose 
integrity cannot be impeached have been 
treated as dishonest men who wished to 
defraud the revenue. They have asked 
t ime and again for reforms and have been 
refused. Vet although these complaints 
arc so general, so frequent and so well 
grounded when a member of Parliament 
proposes the following resolution which 
ninety-nine merchants out of a hundred 
will heartily subscribe to it, is defeated 
by a strict party vote. This is the re- 
solution: 

That it is expedient to amend the 
Customs Act in such manner that, whilst 
securing every necessary and proper 
protection to the revenue, it will relieve 
the honest importer from charges of op- 
pression, and in the case of persons 
charged with violation of the Customs 
laws provide that no one shall be sub- 
ject, to line, or to have his goods de- 
clared forfeited, except after a fair and 
public trial, should he demand it, and 
provided further that in no event shall 
officers making seizures participate in 
the proceeds of lines or forfeit tires im- 
posed for such offences.

BICHMOND MUNICIPALITY . 

The New Bridges Aerom the North Arm 
of tho KniHcr to Give the. Settlement 
Close Connection With Vuneonver. 

(Correspondence of Tut'. Colonist.) 

This municipality is oomprbed princi- 
pally of Lulil unci Sen Islands, which 
have been formed in tho ages of the 
past by sedimontory deposits from 
tho Fruser River, and contains 
in till about 30,000 acres of lainl, 
only a small portion of which has 
as yet been brought into cultivation. 

Steaily but sure progress, however, 
litis been taking place, and of late cir- 
cumstances are transpiring which have 
very materially assisted in bringing this 
portion of British Columbia into notice. 
Not the Least among these oircumstances 
is tin a it at ion which bus been going on 
i ' . t'.i. ..rectum of bridges tiorojs the 
X< : t!t Arm of the L'ruserfor the purpose 
of giving the settlers access by wagon 
road to Vancouver, which lies onlj five 
miles to the north from the North Arm. 
Bridges connecting Lulu Island with the 
upper point of Sea Island, and fiom 
thence to the mainland, would bring 
Vancouver within easy distance, as o 
now road has been opened up from the 
traffic bridge at the font of Gran- 
ville street on False. Creek, direct- 
ly across the C. P. R, Co.'s lands 
towards this municipality. After many 
unavoidable and vexations delays, the 
way seems pretty clear for securing the 
bridges during the coming summer, 
'renders for the construction of the 
bridges were opened at the Lands and 
Works pfiice, Victoria, on the 8th ult., 
when the fact was revealed that the low- 
est tender woa $27,500 for the two bridg- 
es. This was .*7, 500 in excess of the 
amount provided, as the government had 
appropriated .•? 10,000 and the municipa- 
lity had provided on equal amount under 
authority of the "Loan By-law, 1888." 
After an unsuccessful attempt to induce 
the ('. 1'. K. Co. to take over the bonus 
of §20,000 and undertake the construc- 
tion of combined railway and traflie 
bridges, as proposed by some of the olli- 
cials of that company last year, it seems 
pretty certain that a definite course has 
been decided on. 

The Provincial Government have inti- 
mated that it will supplement the for- 
mer grant with an additional $2,750 
from the general district grant, which; 
with the £1,000 already voted to the 
municipality on the estimates will make 
up one-half of the deficiency. The coun- 
cil have decided on availing themselves 
of this offer and tin; reeve and one of 
the council are now in Victoria making 
arrangements with the department for 
the letting of t he contract without de- 
lay: 

When this is accomplished and the 
structures completed, after some, very 
necessary road making is done on the 
islands, Vancouver will have connection 
with one of tho most productive farm- 
ing settlements in the province.

NOT AWRKCIATKD. 

The Woman Suffragists suffered an- 
other defeat ill the New Brunswick 
Legislature. A resolution proposing to 
give the franchise to till women of the 
age of 21 and over was rejected by a vote 
of 2li to 11, while another^ which pro- 
posed a franchise with property qualifi- 
cations, was tlefeated by a vote of 24 to 
14. Of the .'IS members who voted on 
the question 16 favored woman suffrage 
in some form. The members of the Gov- 
ernment were unanimous in their oppo- 
sition to it , though it had been under- 
stood that they were to he -at liberty to 
do as they pleased. The friends of the 
cause, however, may find some consola- 
tion in the assertion of the St. John 
Gazette that "Woman suffrage is com- 
ing, and neither the eloquence of the 
Attorney-General nor of the leader of 
.the Opposition will be able to prevent it . "

The April report of the Department 
■of Agriculture for the United States 
declares the present condition of the 
winter wheat crop over the entire 
country very favorable. The plants are 
well rooted, there has been some growth 
over a large part of the area during the 
winter, and the general average condi- 
tion can he rated tit 94, the standard 
being 100. In 1SSS the condition oi tho 
crop in April was rated at Su'. in 1SS7 at 
SH, anil in 1880 at II I, which 
fell at harvest to ss. In 1884 the 
April condition was rated at 95, and the 
rate at harvest was !IS. The mild 
winter litis hail a favorable influence on 
live stock, the general average of horses 
rating at 08, cattle 07, sheep 97, and 
swine at 110. The prospects of American 
agriculture are, therefore, unusually 
favorable this spring.

'llie following interesting letter has 
been received from Mr. Neil Campbell, 
the well known Cariboo miner, concern- 
ing the quartz mines of Toxuda Island. 
Mr. Campbell is a miner of no little 
experience, and what he says of the 
richness of Texada's mineral wealth may 
therefore be thoroughly relied upon. 
Writing from Tcxada, under date of 
April loth, Mr. Campbell says : — 

Before leaving Victoria many of my 
friends desired me to give my candid 
opinion of the Texada quartz mines, and 
after a careful examination of the vari- 
ous mines on the island, I am now pre- 
pared to do so. 

Since my arrival here on April 1st, 
there have been two very rich 
strikes in quart/.- -one on the 
Nutcracker Company's claim near 
Prawse bake. In my estimation 
there have been fully $200 worth of 
specimens carried away from this claim 
by men who could not be restrained 
from taking them, Some pieces of 
quartz, as largo as a man's hand, were 
literally studded with gold nuggets, and 
others had from two to three dollars' 
worth of gold in sight.

This rich claim is owned by Messrs. Ro- 
per & Priest of Nanaimo, They proceed 
ed to blast the rock, and when they went 
to clear away the debris, a Mr. Halloek 
of the Nanaiino Courier, who was pros 
ent, in turning over a slab of the broken 
rock, revealed to the astonished mei 
several beautiful nuggets of theprcciou 
metal. Tbe fortunate owners could 
scarcely believe in their good luck. 
They had never suen gold in this sliapt 
in quartz before. In less than tet 
minutes men who knew the value of tin 
discovery had gathered on the spot, and 
a scene of wild excitement ensued. Om 
sledge hammer and broke a 
the detached rock. Tin 
ipart, and there, in the ecu 
tie, shone out the nuggets.

I am now developing some tine-look- 
ing ledges from 1") to :)<) feet wide and 
carrying a heavy percentage of sulphur- 
ets, and if those lodges prove even as 
good as the famous Treadwel! mine, 
there willbeono of the greatest booms 
here that ever visited the Pacific Coast, 
for the captain of a steamship can get 
his vessel close enough to shore to throw 
aline lo a man standing on a .quartz 
ledge, and land mining machinery with- 
out breaking bulk. 

At present those on the island are 
badly oil' for steam communication and 
for t heir mails, and it is not easy for a 
man to get away from here.

interests assigned to it by the provisions 
of the British North America Act, 1.SIS7, 
which govern the distribution of pro- 
vincial property and revenues between 
the province and the Dominion, the 
1 1 (h Article being nothing mora than 
an exception from these provisions. 
The article in question does not profess 
to deal with the jura regia; it merely 
embodies the terms of a commercial 
transaction, by which the one govern- 
ment undertook to make a railway and 
the other to give a subsidy by assign- 
ing part of its territorial revenues. 

Their lordships do not think it admits 
of doubt, and it was not; disputed at the 
Bar, that section 108 of the British 
North America Act must now be read 
as if British Columbia was one of the 
provinces therein enumerated. With 
that alteration, it enacts that ''all 
lands, mines, minerals, and royalties," 
which belonged to British Columbia at 
the time of the Union, shall for the 
future belong lo that province and not 
to. tho Dominion, In order to construe 
the exception from thai enactment, 
which is created by the 11th Article of 
Union, it is necessary to ascertain what 
is comprehended in each of the words of 
the enumeration,' and particularly in the 
word "royalties." Thescope and moan- 
ing of that term, as it occurs in section 
109, underwent careful consideration in 
the case of " Attorney-General of 
Ontario y. Mercer " (8 Ap. Ca., 7,(i"), 
which was appealed to this Board by 
the Dominion Government, in name of 
the defendant Mercer. Ill that case 
their lordships were of opinion thai the 
mention of "mines and. minerals'' in the 
context was not enough to deprive tho 
word "royalties" of what would other- 
wise have been its proper force. The 
Earl of Selborne, in delivering the judg- 
ment of the Board, said : — " It appears, 
however, to their lordships to be a fal- 
lacy to assume that because the word 
' royalties ' in this context would not bo 
regarded as inofficious or insensible, if it 
were regarded as having reference to 
mines and minerals, it ought, therefore, 
to be limited to those subjects. They 
see no reason why it should not have 
its primary and appropriate sense as to 
(at ell events) all the subjects with 
which it is here found associated, lands 
as well ns mines and minerals — even as 
to mines and minerals it here necessarily 
signifies rights belonging to the Crown 
'jure coronoee.' " It is not necessary 
for the purpose of this appeal to consider 
whether the i expression"royalties"as used 
in section 109 includes "jura regalia" 
other than those connected with lands, 
mines and minerals. The "Attorney- 
General of Ontario v. Mercer" is an au- 
thority to the effect that, within the 
meaning of the clause, the word "royal- 
ties' comprehends, at least, all revenues 
arising from the prerogative rights of 
the Crown in connection with "lands, 
mines, and minerals." The exception 
created by the 11th Article of Union, 
from the rights specially assigned to the 
province by section 10!>, is of "lauds" 
merely. The expressions ••lands" in 
that article admittedly carries with it 
the baser metals, that is to say "mines" 
imt "minerals" in the sense of section 
109, Mines and minerals in that sense 
are incidents of land ami, as such, have 
been invariably granted, in accordance 
with the uniform course of provincial 
legislation, to settlers who purchased 
land in British Columbia, But "jura 
alia" are not accessories of land, and 
their lordships arc of opinion that the 
rights to which tbe Dominion Govern- 
ment became entitled under thellth 
Article did not, to any extent, derogate 
from the provincial right to "royal- 
ties" connected with mines and 
minerals, under section I Oil of the 
British North America Act. Their 
lordships do not doubt that the 
11th Article of Union might have been 

so expressed as to show, by necessary 

implication, (hat some or all of the roy- 
alties dealt with by section 10!) were to 
pass to tho Dominion along with tho 
lands constituting the railway belt, but 
there is not a single expression in the 
context which is applicable to gold or 
gold mining rights. On t he other hand, 

the whole terms of the Articles of Union, 

as well as of the subsequent agreement 
of ISSJ, appear to their Lordships to 
point to the conclusion that the high 
contracting parlies were dealing with 
public lands, in so far as these were 
available for the ordinary purposes of 
settlement, and had either excluded gold 
mines from their arrangements or had 
them not in contemplation. It is right, 
however, to notice that the learned 
Chief Justice refers to a minute of the 
Council of British Columbia, containing 
the recommendation of a committee, 
which was communicated to the Gov- 
ernment of Canada, as evidencing and 
understanding, on the part of the Pro- 
vincial government, that mines of gold 
and oilier precious metals were to be 
OOllYCyed along with the belt lands. 
The passage upon which the learned 
Chief Justice relies is in these terms: - 
"That it be one of fhu conditions that 
thr Dominion government, ::i deal 
ing witii hinds in the province, 
shall establish a land system equally as 
liberal, both as to muling and agricul- 
tural industries, as that in force in this 
province at the present time, and that 
no delay 'shall take place in throwing 
open the land for settlement." The 
words "mining and agricultural indus- 
tries," taken per so; might be of dubious 
import, because they would not dis- 
close whether gold-digging was referred 
to as one of the mining industries; Hut 
these industries are described as an in- 
tegral port of the "land system"; and 
when it is considered t hat , al the date 
of the report, the system of land settle- 
ment in the province, which included 
the baser instills, was regulated by 
special statute, and that gold mines 
which were not given oil' to settlers were 
not treated as part of that system, but 
were thu subject of separate legislation,
